Mr. CuhE EEE to King EDWARD. 


D ECAUSE I am departing, my Sove- 
AP reigne Lord, unto the King of all 
Kings, Almightie God, and muſt, by his 
appointment, leave you, whome of long 
tyme I have done my beſt to bring up in 
vertue and good learninge ; and you are 
now comming to a government of your 
ſelf, in whiche eſtate I pray God you maye 
alwaies be ſerved with them that will faith- 
fullye, trewlye, and playnlye give you 
counſeill : I have thought it my dutie, for 
a memorie of my laſt will, and for a token 
of my well-wiſhinge unto you (remayning 
preſentlye with me, even as it hath alwaies 
heretofore done) to requyre you, yea, and 
in God's behalf to chardge you, that, foraſ- 
moche as yeares bothe have and will dimi- 


niſhe in you the feare of man, to have yet 


before your eyes continuallye the fear of 
God; with the which if you do not direct, 


order, and temper all your doings and fay- 
ings, be you well aſſured neither to have 


good 


. 
good ſucceſs in the greate chardge that he 
hath committed to you, yet neither in th 
end to enjoye that joyfull place that is pro- 


myſed ſimentibus eum: For if God do right 


extreamlye poniſhe men of baſe eſtate, and 
of low degrees, for wanting of that neceſ- 
farie jewell, which hath in Scripture ſo many 
promeſes: how ſevearely will he pontſhe 
Kings and Princes failing thearein, in whome 
the lack thereof muſt needes be both to 
themſelves and to the commonwealth moſt 
perillouſe. My weakneſſe ſuffereth me not 
ſo long to talke with you in this matter as I 
could wiſhe, and your Majeſties diſpoſition, 
(which I know moſt apt to receave all god- 
lie admonitions) putteth me in comforte to 
thincke this to be ſufficient, beſeaching God 
ſo to direct all your doings, thoughts, and 
meanings, as may tend to his glory and 
your honour and wealth, both heare and in 
the worlde to come, when by death you 
ſhall be called thereunto; to the whiche all 
men, as well Princes as others, as well yonge 
as old, are ſubjecte. Moſt affectuouſlye be- 
© C3 ſeachinge 
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ſeachinge your Grace, if any of your ſer- 
vaunts about you ſhall francklye admoniſhe 
you of anye thinge whiche in you may be 

miſlyked to take it at their handes, and 
| thincke them that ſhall ſo doe to be your 
only ſervants of truſt, and to conſyder 
them, and to rewarde them accordinglye. 
And if anye ſuche ſhall be, that ſhall of 
all things make fair weather, and, whatſo- 
ever they ſhall ſce to the contrarye, ſhall 
tell you all is well; beware of them, they 
ſerve themſelves, and not you. 


And wheare you have readd, in the tyme 
that it hath pleaſed God to lend me unto you, 
dyvers diſcourſes of dyvers ſortes, as well 
of ſtories, as of philoſophie, wherebye you 
have had proffit, and plentie of grave and 
wiſe rules and orders for the good govern- 
ment of your realme; yet, in myne opi- 
nyon, among them all, none hath fo ha- 
bundantlye furniſhed you in thoſe points, 
as hath Ariſtotle, to whome I beſeach you, 
for thoſe matters, often to reſorte, and eſ- 
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peciallye to two chapters in his Politiques, 
the one de mutatione regni elc. and the other 
per que regna ſervantur, being the tenth and 
eleventh chapters of the S. of his Politiques. 


For your divinitie, I wolde wiſhe you 
wold diligentlye contynew the reading of 
the New Teſtament, Sapientia Eccleſiaſlicus, 
and the Proverbs. 


And, underſtanding that it hath pleaſed 
you ſithen the tyme of my ſickneſſe toſend 
unto me manie comfortable meſſages, and 
among the reſt, that you have appointed 
(moche unto my comfort) the wardſhipp of 
my ſonne to his mother ; like as I do there- 


fore render unto your Grace my moſt hum- 


ble thancks ſo to do, I with hke humble- 
neſs deſyre you (my great debts conſydered) 
to remitt to hym (if all ſhall be too moche) 
yet ſome convenient peece of ſuch lands 


as, during his noneage, ſhall fall unto you.

And, whereas I ſhall now leave my col- 
ledge in Cambridge deſtitute of an headd,

Hour myſerable my things be, whoe 
neither have wherewith I may pro- 
vyde for my wife and children, or ellſe to 
mayntayne my ſelf, it is lyttle neede to 
wryte unto your Lordſhip, whoe knoweth 
the ſame. There remayneth only my ſute, 
wherein I requyre moſte earneſtlye of your 
Lordſhip, that it wold pleaſe you to uſe that 
authoritie (by whiche whome you liſt you 
can do goodto) towards the aide of me that 
needes it. I heare the Queenes moſte noble 
Highneſſe, pitieng the extreme ſtate of my 
caſe, hath referred unto your Lordſhip to 
take order in my matters, after what ſort 
your Lordſhip hſteth. Therefore all lyeth 
nowe in your hand, that either of this end- 
les myſerie you maye eaſe me, or ellſe may 
caſt me into extreame beggerie. You aſke 
by what cawſes I am leadd to crave of you 
boldlye anye benefitt, Firſt, for your gen- 

tleneſle ; 
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tleneſſe; next for my myſerie; then for 


the reaſonableneſſe of my ſute. I am an 


inferiour, am a peticioner to the Highe 
Chauncelour, and greevouſe it muſt be to 
me, if your Lordſhip heare the bills and 
humble ſupplications of all maner of out- 
caſts, and myne onlye ſhould be rejected 
as unliked; or refuſed as forfaken. Here 
you aſke me for my worthynefs: I lay 
none; I ſeek it onlye of your gentleneſſe. 
Js it anye great thinge althoughe your Lord- 
ſhip eſteeme me onlye unworthie ? Oh! how 
fitt vertue is for a Nobleman, a Chaunce- 
four biſhopped. All are bound to this 
maner of pitifulneſſe, but chieflye it is re- 


quyred of Rulers; here declare your ſelf 


moſte noble, Sir, and how moche the more 


you can ymagen whie for myne one ſake. 


you ſhould do nought, fo moche the more 
let your vertue be, and ſuffer your nobled 
humanitie to overcome the contrarie per- 
ſwaſions. This I affure you of, if anye 
thing lye in your hart againſt me, it is fet- 


lid more of opinion than of cawſe ; neither

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can it be proved by anye, that your Lord- 
ſhip, in the greatteſt throwes of your for- 
tune, was ſo moche as in worde hyndred 


by me; althoughe I take not uppon me 


whole of vertewe, yet this 1 may ſay tru- 
lye of my ſelfe (whether it was wrought of 
judgement, or pittifullneſs of nature) that 
I have beene merveilouſlye ſturred at all 
adverſytie, and in that kynde have proffitted 
ſome, and hurte none; and therein I have 
not onlye had the uncertayne ends of things 
my movers, but alſo Paule my autthour. 
Let this further me to your Lordſhip now, 


and that your Lordſhip wold greatlye com- 


mend, if you heard it of other, reject it 


not whollie, becauſe it is ſaid of my ſelf. 


What greatter myſerie than this of myne 
can there be? I am lefte bare of all, right- 
lie I deny not; yet bare am I made, and, 
in a common cawſe, ſuffer greevouſer po- 
niſhement than others that weare in the 


fame faulte. Here I envye not other, to

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full; but I crave the ſame mercye in a lyke 
cauſe, not of dewtie, but of grace I ſeeke 
it. For my frends knowe, that I was bothe 
conſtrained, and laſte, in a maner, brought 
into the ſnare; and your Lordſhip alſo, 
perhapps, when you weare an examyner of 
thoſe matters, perceaved that I was rather 
a looker on than a plaier, and on no ſyde 
coulde be reproved, but for that as was the 
common faulte of all. But thus yet ſtand 
things, nothing is lefte me now. I am in 
others debt 12001. my wife and my children 
muſt be maintained. Here your Lordſhip 
ſeethe that I am not in ſuch caſe that I ſeeke 
worſhippe but lyvinge ; if this be not neede- 
full of ſute, or if your Lordſhip's good-

For death trulye cannot be to 
me ſo bitter, as this daylye and continew- 
inge extreamytie of myſerye.

forced of fo hard a neceſſitie to be ſutour for

cannot. withdrawe your good will. If I 
ſought greatter, or not neceſſarie things, 
there weare ſome cauſe to denie me; I de- 
ſyre onlye that ſomewhat may be given to 
pay others debt, and to maintaine me and 
myne; wherein my myſerable poore wife 
hathe of longe tyme been futour to your 
Lordſhip. What needeth moche to your 
Lordſhip fo wyſe and ſo buſyed ?

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Nowe, towchinge your fathers execu- 


tors and your governors, that is to be noted, 
that they be choſen owt of your fathers 
deereſt freends. They be knowen moſt 


honeſt Gentlemen, Chriſtianlie affected for 
religion, and theirfore, for conſcience, will 


deale trulie with youe; and above all 
things will not aſſent to yoke youe with a 
Papiſt, or other enimie, or parſon 99 
rant of Chriſtian faithe. 


They pertaine to Nobilitie in their birthe 
and place, and theirfore will haue regard 
theirof for youe, and of their owne wor- 
ſhipps for themſelves in your beſtowinge. 


They be wiſe, and theirfore youe maie 
truſt, that they will foreſee to your proffitt. 


They be lovinge to youe, and of freendlie 
vſadge; theirfore youe ſhall haue no cauſe 
to haſten the chaunge of your ſtate, till 
youe be fullie ſure of a bettre. They 
haue great chardge of youe, and much 
importinge their conſcience, and their good,

ol ſufficient ſtate and honor. theirfore theye 


nede not to make any marchandiſe or prof- 
fit of youe. Theye be well aſiſted with 
ſtronge overſeers and freendes; and their- 
fore they wil be carefull to acquite them 
ſelues with well-doinge, and careles of the 


powre of anye to contende againſt their good 


meaninge. Theye be fowre havinge iointe 
powre and not ſeuerall, and theirfore be 
both ſurer for youe againſt corruptions, and 
ſtronger againſt vnprofhtable practiſes. 


Towchinge your fathers ſeffees, ſome be 
Honorable, fome be Worſhipfull ; all be 
eſteemed honeſt, and all be ſuche as will ;

Theiſe be your comforts in theiſe wpeciall | 
freendes. Nowe theiſe be your dewties 
theirbye: That youe be governed by theme;

your bargaine withe the beſte, which ſhal 
be if theſe things concurr to aduaunce the 
valewe of youe ; your fathers proviſion of 
goods and livinge, your owne ſtoringe your 


ſelffe with good conditions, your fame ther- 


bie to moue the worthieſt to deſier youe, 
and your freendes wiſdome and diligence 
to iudge the meeteſt for youe. Beware 


that youe ſoe order your ſelffe in the prin- 
cipall point, that youe give no impedient 
| to 
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to their good proviſion for your beſtow- 
inge. In that they are not onlie your fa- 
thers freendes, but alſoe in ſome forte, in 
lawe, they bear your fathers parſon, youe 
muſt accompt your ſelffe to them as deare, 
and theufore muſt, to theme, be as obedi- 
ent as their naturall childe. In that they be 
Chriſtians, as your father was, and no Pa- 
piſts, youe muſt beware of familiaritie of Pa- 
piſts, men or women.

And lett that be to youe 
a ſpeciall note; for ſowch maie move ſuche 
mater as, being harkened vnto. maie by 
forfeiture vndoe youe; and, in this pointe, 
remembre to vie the familiaritie, COmPe- 
nie, and attendaunce of ſuche as the 200d 
accompte made of theme maie add to, and

tion. In reſpett that your Governers be 


of Worſhipfull callinge, as your father 
| was, haue youe a great regard to the like 
flate, and to fuche qualities as maie be-

Being 
up, he read a chapter out of the holy Scrip- 
tures; then, with his ſervants in his cham- 
ber, he went to prayer; then did he ſpend 
about an hour in reading ſome holy trea- 
tiſe to enliven his affections and increaſe 
his knowledge. He read over Calvin's In- 
ſtitutions, and Rogers's treatiſe, which were 


his two laſt books. Before dinner and ſup- 


per, he had a pſalm, chapter, and prayer 
in his family, and prayer after ſupper; and 


beſides thoſe public duties, he prayed pri- 


vately every morning in his cloſet, after 
which he betook himſelf to ſome ſerious 
ſtudy, for three or four hours together, ex- 
cept he was interrupted by ſome ſpecial 
buſineſs. The refidue of the morning he 
ſpent in converſe with his friends, riding 


the great horſe, or ſome ſuch other honeſt 


and noble recreation, till dinner-time. 
Thus avoided he idleneſs, and prevented 
temptations, 
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1 
temptations, which commonly enſue there- 
on. Preſently after dinner, he retired into 

his ſtudy, to meditate on ſermons he had 
ately heard; or, if he was diſappointed of 
that opportunity, he neglected not to take 
the firſt that was offered to him; yea, ma- 
ny times, in his travels by land, or by water, 
he thus buſied himſelf. The reſt of the af- 
ternoon he ſpent in buſines, ſtudy of hiſto- 
ries, the art of war, mathematics, and na- 
vigation ; wherein he attained to a great 
meaſure of perfection. After ſupper, he 
prayed with his ſervants ; then withdrew 
himſelf into his ſtudy, where he kept a di- 
ary or day-book, wherein he recorded what 
he had done that day ; how he had offended, 

or what good he had done; what tempta- 
tions he met with, and how he had re- 
lited them / and, ſurveying his failings, he 
bumbled himſelf to God for them ; and, 
for ſuch failings as were fit to be known 
only to God and his own ſoul, he wrote | 
them down in a private character, which 
none could read but himſelf, and then be- 
took 
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took himſelf to his relt; and to preven 
evil thoughts beſore ſleep, one that waited 
on him in his chamber read a chapter or 
two to him out of the holy Scripture, and 
this practice he continued for four years to- 
gether before his death. / And, that hi 
public care as well as private to walk with 
his God might the better appear, the uſe 
of his time in the means of God's worſhip 
bore ſufficient teſtimony; being a moſt re- 
ligious obſerver of the Lord's- day, both in 
public and private duties, yet preferring 
the public before the private, ſo that, though 
he had an houſhold chaplain, yet he ever 
frequented the public aſſemblies twice a 
day, yea whilſt he was a Courtier ; and, if 
his occaſions caſt him into a place where 
the Word was not preached, he would ride 
to ſome other place, many miles, rather 
than want it. Immediately after ſermon, 
he withdrew himſelf from company, for 
about half an hour, to meditate and apply 
what he had heard to his ſoul. After the 
evening ſermon, two of his ſervants ha- 
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ing written, he cauſed them to repeat both 
the ſermons in his family before ſupper; 
and ſuch was his memory, that he could 
uſually repeat more than they had written. 
Then wrote he them down in his book, and 
prayed himſelf with his family, wherein he 
had an excellent gift. / And, by way of 
preparation to the Sabbath, every Satur- 
lay-night, he uſed to call himſelf to a ſtrict 
account how he had ſpent the whole week; 

and accordingly he humbled himſelf to God 
for his failings, and returned praiſe for 
nercies received from him. On the Sab - 
bath morning, riſing betimes, he uſed, as 
be was making himſelf ready, to repeat to 
lis ſervants thoſe Sermons he had heard the 
Lord's. day before. He uſed, monthly, to 
receive the Sacrament of the Lord's. ſup- 
per; and to fit himſelf to feaſt at the Lord's- 
table, he kept a private faſt the day before, 
and then he looked over his books for his 
carriage that month, and ſpent the whole 
day in prayer and meditation and ſelf-exa- 


nination ; obſerving how it was with him 
| ſince 
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ſince his laſt receiving; what progreſs he 
had made in piety; bow he had thrived in 
grace, and what more ſtrength he had gotten 
over his corruptions. Thus be ſpent the 
whole day, not coming out of his (udy 
till about ſupper-time. Alſo, the morning 
before he received, he read 1 Corinth. XI. 
| wherein. is contained the Inſtitution of the 
Lord's-ſupper ; and, to his ſervants that 
were to communicate with him, he read 
little Treatiſe to them, wherein the right 
manner of communicating was contained; 
And, beſides theſe monthly faſts, he ket 
many other days of afflicting his ſoul, upon 
ſundry. occaſions. He was wondrous atten- 
tive in hearing the Word of God preached 
pr read; and carried himſelf wondrous and 
exceedingly reverent therein, knowing that 
he was in the preſence of God; ſhewing 
thereby, that, when he came to hear, not 
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the wards of man, but God, he willingly und 
laid down his honour at Chriſt's feet: And, Whete
